Fishery  Conservation  and 
Management  Act  of  1976;  Applications 
for  Permits  to  Fish  off  the  Coasts  of 
the  United  States 

The  Fishery  Conservation  and 
Management  Act  of  1976  (Pub.  L.  94-265) 
as  amended  (the  “Act")  provides  that  no 
fishing  shall  be  conducted  by  foreign 
fishing  vessels  in  the  fishery 
Conservation  Zone  of  the  United  States 
after  February  28, 1977,  except  in 
accordance  with  a  valid  and  applicable 
permit  issued  pursuant  to  Section  204  of 
the  Act. 

The  Act  also  requires  that  a  notice  of 
receipt  of  all  applications  for  such 
permits,  a  summary  of  the  contents  of 
such  applications,  and  the  names  of  the 
Regional  Fishery  Management  Councils 
that  receive  copies  of  these  applications, 
be  published  in  the  Federal  Register. 

Individual  vessel  applications  for 
fishing  1979  have  been  received  from 
Japan,  Spain  and  the  Union  of  Soviet 
Socialist  Republics  and  are  summarized 
herein.
